regard ſhouldibe had to the Reaſon of that Law; which was 
the impoſlibilicy of a Man's taking ſufficient care of two Places 
at fo great a diſtance, as thac he ſhould be thought a fir 
Perſon to be reſtored, after having been ſo fairly and ſo le- 
ally eje&ed by him that had an- unqueſtionable Right. to 
T it ;, and for a Reaſon in which all the Royal Family is 
ſo ſenſibly concerned, that he muſt have very thetle -Reſpe& 
for the Memory of. our: paſt Kings, or for / the Perſons of 
.our preſent moſt Gracious, - moſt - Happy, / and: Auſpicious 
King agd.Queen, notwithſtanding that Crime ſtill. bleeding, 
( like the Blood. of the, Martyr, which never./yet-was ſtanch- 
-ed) for which he was: ejected ;;\ that will pretend 'to-: reſtore 
.and reinſtate him again: in ſuch- Circumſtances as theſe.-' 
And if to all this we add his groſs negle& of, us Duty, 
"while he officiated in our Houſe, his i not: burying the Dead, 
-not. viſiting . the Sick, not refiding- upon -or near the Place, 
"his: ſlubbering over even, after hs. Conformity, the Pray- 
. Ers of our Church ,after-an, unſeeraly and :ungainly manner, 


and. after. all, his getting littls,or nothing-by -hus: being; reſta- 


red, (for. be muſt-find a Curate in-one;/place) - but :orly, the 
Satisfaction and, Geatification ; of --a canſeleſs. Malice, -agairift 
-one that carttributed nothing 'to his Ejeament, it will-ap- 
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ro the Lord Chief Juſtice, 17 
pear as I do humbly hope to your Lordſhip, that I have not 
only all the Law, but all the Equity and Fairneſs in the 
World on my {ide ; and how much more unconſcionable muſt 
it then needs be thought, when there are ſo many things 
to be ſaid in my behalf, and when I have ſupplied both 
for | above this year and half, that I ſhould not receive one 
penny all this while upon the Hoſpital Account : But that 
this Man ſhould receive the Money I have earned, and 
which neither he nor any of his Friends dare eyer yet pretend 
to be his due. 

My Lord, I have but two things more to add, and I 
have done, I beg your Lordſhip's Pardon for detaining you 
ſo long, and will be very brief in what remains. 

My Lord, that excellent Perſon, Mr. Serjeant Pemberton, 
in his Opinion given under his Hand. upon this very Caſe 
of ours, hath theſe very words which follow ; I conceive 
that the Court of Aldermen being the Perſons who authoriſed 
the Governors of this Hoſpital by their Order, when the Corpo- 
ration. of the City of London was diſſolved by the Fudgment 
in the quo Warranto, the Authority of thoſe Governors of the 
Hoſpital ceaſed, and they cannot att again without a new Or- 
der or Appointment of the Court of Aldermen, and I conceive 
the Kings ( that is, King Jame's) Proclamatios in October 
1688, doth not give any Authority to the former Governers of 
the Hoſpital to at# by the former Authority to them given, by 
the former Order of the Court of Aldermen, but they ought to 
be commiſſionated by a new Order: before they ac as Governors. 

If then the Governors which were eje&ted could not. be 
reſtored without a new Order of the Court. of Aldermen, 
the ſame muſt be granted likewiſe of. the Officers too, be- 
cauſe they both ated by the ſame Authority, they were 
both ejected by the ſame, and ir is the ſame that muft re- 
ſtore thenr bothz and accordingly it muſt be confeſſed, my 
Lord, that they were both of them reſtored by the Court 
of Aldermen, commonly ſo called ; but the queſtion 1s, whe- * 


_ "ther: that were a legal Court of Aldermen or' no, and to 


this 'T anſwer, that it was not then, .in the exprpis Judgment 
of the A@ of Parliament it ſelf, neither is 1t& to this No 
De >] D - day's 
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day ; and I am fo well perſuaded, that. this 1s effeQually pro- 
ved in a Paper lately publiſhed, and Entituled, Conſiderati- 
ons upon the Af of Parliament, for reverſing the fudgment in 
a quo Warranto againſt the City of Tondon; that when I 
fee that Paper ſubſtantially anſwered, which I do particular- 
ly challenge the Defendant's Council to do, I will be con- 
tent not only to loſe my Place and my Arrears, but to 
ſuffer any other Puniſhment or Diſgrace, and I hope the 
Parliament when they meet will not only excuſe but -juſti- 
fie the Author of it, as well for the clearneſs and convin- 
cingne(s of the thing it ſelf, as, that it tends to vindicate and 
aſſert the Honor and Reputation of that Auguſt Aſſembly, 
and to the Publick Good of the Nation. But ler that- be as 
it will, there are ſeveral worthy Gentlemen that have- put 
in their Claims as well to the Chair it ſelf, as to their re- 
ſpeQive Seats in the Court of Aldermen, which during the 
avoidance of the Charter they relinquiſh'd. Now if there 
were nothing elſe but this to be conſidered, it 15 impoſlible 
to determine in favor of the Defendants, till ic be firſt de- 
termin'd in a judicial way, as it now lies before yonr Lord- 
ſhip .in the King's-Bench, or by the Parliament it ſelf, who 
are the beſt Expoſitors of their own Senſe and Meaning, 
whether this be a legal] Court of Aldermen or no; for: I 
ſuppoſe it will be conteſs'd:on all fides, that without the lega- 
lity of the Court of Aldermen be firſt of all admitted, there 
can be no legal Governors or Officers by their appointment, 
though we ſay they would | have beer' illegal though the 
Court 'of Aldermen: had been never ſo legal, becauſs they 
cannot by an inferior and delegated Power reverſe the: le- 
zal Att of the Supreme, and the AR - of ' Parliament con- 
Brvbi none of their Ads, but ſuch 'as 'would have been le- 
al, had the Authority: been fo, and not otherwiſe, and 
ſach as could not without _—_ and inconvenience be re: 
.pealed, as will appear to any Man who ſhall peruſe it; fo 
that 'I' think ' upon” the whole "matter, there never was a 
more' weak and ſhamefully defenceleſs Canſe from the Crea- 
tion of the World 'to this -very,moment in, which 1 am ſpeak- 
ing, nor will be again” from this very moment, cill* the laſt 
Trumpet 
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Trumpet ſhall Sound, a Reſurretion at the Conſummation 
of all things. | 
The ſecond thing which I intend to-ſpeak to, and with which 
E ſhall coriclude, ſhall be their Majeſties gracious Declarati- 
on of the Twenty Thrid of 34ay in the Year 1689, and 
in the Firſt Year of their moſt glorious and happy Reign, 
for Encouragement of. Officers, Seamen and Mariners em- 
ploy'd in the preſent Service : In the laſt Clauſe of which 
It 15 provided in theſe Words, That the Moyety of our Hoſpi- 
tals in England, .employed for the Cure of wounded and ſick 
m_ be reſerved during the time of War at Sea, for ſuch as 
ſhall be 2wornded in the Service of the Navy, as they ſhall be- 
come woid from and after the Firſ# Day of June next, 1689. 
"Where we fee not only that their Majeſties claim a Pro- 
prioy in the ſaid Hoſpitals, by calling them our Hoſpitals ; 
ut as ſuch, by virtue of their Proprietary Power, it being of 
the hberty of Proprietors to do what they will with their 
own, they appoint that one Moyety thereof ſhould .be reſer- 
ved for the Sick, Maim'd,' and Wounded in their particular 
Service, which without a legal Propriety they could no 
more do, than by Law they could quarter Soldiers upon 
private Houſes without the conſent. of the owners : If theſe 
Houſes be the City's, and not the King's, then the King" 
cannot quarter Soldiers upon them ; and much leſs Maintain 
and Cure them out of their Revenues without the conſent 
of the City, but this Order asks no leave of the Lord May- 
or or Court of Aldermen, or of the Citizens and Commo- 
nalty of the City, but rehes wholly upon its own Authority, 
and appoints a Moyety 'to-be reſerved, as. their Majeſties 
due, whenever they pleaſe to claim it, and they night have 
claimed more if they had ſo pleaſed, and may do it as often 
as occaſion ſhall require; ſo that all the queſtion is whe- 
ther this Order be legal or no, for upon Suppoſition that 
it is, then the Hoſpital is the King's and not the City's, 
otherwiſe than by way of Truſt .and Delegation, but yet fo 
as that the King may at all times command to be done 
therein, ſo the.Intention of the Charity, which was for {ick 


and ' wounded People be. not infringed, whatſoever he thinks 
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for his Service; that the Lords of the Council were of Opi- 
nion it was legal, is plain, becauſe they cauſed it to be Print- 
ed by an Order of the ſame date, which is Printed toge- 
ther with it; and I dare ſay, it will be granted to'be a much 
greater Exerciſe of Regal and Viſttatorial Power, to ex- 
hauſt and ſpend the whole Revenue of the ſame, upon Per- 
fons of their Majeſttes particular appointment, than to ap- 
point a few Officers and Tenders to look after them, which 
15 all that we pretend to, the Groſs and Subſtance of thoſe 
great Charities, being conſumed upon the Patients, whoſe 
Servants and the King's we are. 
Thus, my Lord, I have undertook to defend the Rights 
and Prerogatives of this Imperial Crown, ſo far as this Care 
x concerned , againſt thoſe that at the Hoſpical Charge , 
and out of the King's proper Revenue are come hither to 
defeat and overthrow it; an Attempt ſo Loyal, that it may 
deſerve to be conſidered, even though in your Lordſhip's 
Judgment I ſhould not have proved all that I pretend to 
do, which yet I humbly hope I have done. I have made 
it a part of my Bulineſs to evince as well as I could, upon 
what very juſt and reaſonable Grounds the - Regulations in 
the time of the late King Charles II. were made, and that 
"it was not only the Monarchy and the Prerogative, but the 
Honor and Intereſt of the Church of England that was con- 
cerned in them. My Lord, Unity is neceſſary in all Places 
for the due: Adminiſtration and Management of Afeairs, 
but no where more than in ſuch an Houſe as this, where not 
only the credit of ſo Magnificent and Princely a Bequeſt, but 
even the Lives of the Patients, and the Succeſs of their Cures 
do more or leſs depend upon the good underſtanding of 
the Governors, and the Officers and Servants, with each 
other, to ſay nothing of the peace and comfortable Living - 
of the Officers within the Houſe among themſelves. | 
I am ſo much of this mind, that though TI believe -ic will 
be eaſily granted, that I am no: great Friend :to the Power 
of the Diſlenters; yet for the good of the Houle, whatever 
becomes of me, I .had' rather ſee all the Officers Quakers, 
or Anabapriſts, - or of any other 'Tribe belonging to the Sepa-. 
OY . ration, 
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ration, than not all Communicants of the Church of Fg- 
land, and without pretending to Prophecy, I can eafily fore- 
tell, that ſuch a mixture as this will always be inconſiſtent 
with the peace of the Houſe, and will. be the occaſion of 
endleſs and remedileſs Feuds and Animofities among us. 'Fhe 
Privy Council, who have referred this buſineſs to your Lord- 
ſhip have in effe& already determined in our Favor, by or- 
dering ,their Majeſties Declaration of the Twenty Third of 
May above-mentioned to be Printed, which Declaration im- 
plies rather a greater Power than we have need of- for our 
Defence and Protection, and I hope your Lordſhip will ſee 
Reaſon to follow their Example. My Lord, your Lordſhip 
1s not only Lord Chief Juſtice of their Majefties Court of 
King s-Bench, but you have alſo another Title, you are Lord 
Chief Juſtice of England; and therefore I ſhall humbly ex- 
poſtulate with your Lordſhip, as Abraham did with the 
Judge of all the Earth. Shall not the Fudge of all the Land 
do right, that be far from thee, to ſlay the righteous with the 
wicked, and- that the righteous ſhould be as the wicked, to make 
no diſtin&tion betwixt right and wrong, that be -far from thee 
to do. after this manner.
